St. Louis, June 20.— T he river steam er M ajestic, largest excursion boat 


on the M ississippi, struck the cribbdng of a w aterw orks tow er here to­ 


day and sank in 10 m inutes.

Oil production in the state fell off 
from 8.909.007 barrels in 1912 to 8,- 
781,468 barrels in 1913. 
The av erage 
price, howev er, jumped from 
$1.3"» 
in 1912 to $2 in 1913, and the out 
put of 1913 brought $17,538,452, as 
compared to $12.085,998. 
No considerable oil pools were de­ 
v eloped in the state, in spite of a 
skillfully planned drilling 
campaign 
by the bigger companies. 
Both the Lima and southeastern 
districts shared in the decline in pro­ 
duction, Lima losing 138,854 barrels 
for the year, the southeastern dis­ 
trict falling off 48.685 barrels.

The colors will be thoroughly 
intermingled in laying the walls, with 
a half inch m ortar line flush with the 
surface, presenting what will be 
a 
v ery atractiv e appearance, 
in 
the 
opinion of the architect. 
The placing of the waterproof coat­ 
ing ov er the layer of concrete now 
nearing completion will be an inter­ 
esting process. 
The layers of felt 
will be thoroughly soaked and bedded 
in molten pitch, and 
each will be 
giv en a four-fifths 
lap, so that 
fiv e 
layers o felt will 
interv ene 
between 
the two layers of the basement slab. 
Under the foundation walls sev eral 
layers of pitched burlap will be add­ 
ed and turned up inside and outside 
the walls with the tarred felt, so as 


be poured 14 inches of concrete, 
in turn will be surmounted by a two 
and one-half inch layer of v ery fine 
concrete, the basement floor proper, 
hut this will probably not be p’aced 
until after much of the construction 
work has been done, as it would be 
likely to suffer Injury. 
Concrete work this far has progres­ 
sed in gratifying fashion, 
the 
com­ 
parativ ely small mixer on the 
job 
being wonderfully effi< ient in turning 
out concrete in great qantiuties. All 
materials are on hand and the large 
force 
of men 
engaged 
is 
making 
quick work of the task in hand.

vent the sale of berries in short mea­ 
sure baskets is one of the 
problems 
confronting the state food 
depart­ 
ment. 
The department already 
this 
season has confiscated 
one 
million 
short measure berry baskets and y et 
complaints of short meaure 
continue 
to come in. ,The greatest trouble is 
with the 
quart 
baskets. 
Hundreds 
of thousands 
of them 
have 
been 
found which would contain only sev­ 
en-eights of a quart. The state 
de­ 
partment succeeded in getting 
Ohio 
basket makers to discontinue 
manu­ 
facturing any but full 
measure 
re­ 
ceptacles, but 
this did 
not 
wholly 
correct the evil for the simple reason 
that cntside basket people were will­ 
ing to supply the unscrupulous berry , 
sellers. 
The state food officials 
are 
now prepared to begin 
a strenuous 
campaign to prevent short 
measure 
The berry situation calls attention to 
the fact that berries are among the 
few food commodies which are per­ 
mitted to be sold by measure. .Their 
ex ception is due to their 
perishable

FOR FARM LOANS 


Washington June 20—Controller of 
the Currency Willi;ims‘ estimates that 
$500,000,uou 
in 
national 
banks 
throughout the United States is avail­ 
able for farm mortgage loans 
under 
the provision of the federal 
reserve 
act, making it possible 
for 
national 
banking associati >ns to lend money 
on improved farm lands. 
The farm loan clause of the act is 
now in force, and makes it 
posible 
for national banks to make farm loans 
before the formal organization of the 
federal rest rve board. 
The estimate of 
Controller 
Wil­ 
liam- is based on rej>orts 
showing 
the capital stock and surplus of no­ 
tional banks to be $1,777,000.000. 
Twenty -five per cent of this amount 
or $414.250.000, is available for farm 
loans. 
Furthermore, 
the 
federal 
reserve act provides 
that 
national 
banks may grant farm loans up 
to 
33 1-3 per cent of 
their 
time 
de­ 
posits. 
Ranks with large 
deposits 
will be able far to 
ex ceed the 
sum 
they could lend on farms under the 
25 per rent clause. 
Farm loans under this act are no t 
to be made for longer than five y ears 
and the amount of each loan Is not to 
ex ceed 50 per cent of the value 
o f 
the farm offered as security .
